But Chief Justice Tells Denmark's 
King People Must Have Charge 
of Affairs.

The political leaders 
of Iceland, who arrived here recently 
to take up the negotiations respecting

SIXTH ROBBER 
ROBBED PALS. 


Confessions of Prisoners in 
Bank Case Made, 


Tell of Division of “Swag” 
and Its Disposal. 


|One Mysterious “Butt-in” Is 


Still Missing. 


Confessions by the five men arrest- 
ed in connection with the robbery of 
the First National Bank at Monro- 
via, implicate a sixth man, whose ar- 
rest is hourly expected. The name of

Caught With the Goods. 
Four of the five men arrested in con- 

nection with Monrovia bank rob- 

bery. McAllister was released, 


this man is withheld, but the officers 
Say that he took with him a large 
part of the $17,450 not yet accounted for 
out of the $29,700 stolen. 

This man was located in San Fran- 
cisco recently, but whether he is 
still there is not known by the local 
officers. 

Another person who may be con- 
nected with the crime, and for whom 
the officers are looking, is a woman 
friend of Martin. It is understood tnat 
sie was indirectly responsible for the 


while in a fit of desperation after a 
quarrel with her. 

George Lohn is the true name of the 
member of the gang whose name was 
given out as John.“ He is the ifon 
worker who bought a cigar stand at 
Fifth street and Central avenue with 
a part of his share of the loot. The 
reason for giving his name as John,“ 
according to a statement made by the 
officers, was to shield his_ brother, 
Cari F. Yohn, who is clerk to the su- 
perintendent of the electrical district of 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Company. The brother, Carl, has been 
closely questioned by the detectives and 
found to have absolutely no connection 
with the crime. He has clean record 
and is above reproach. e father of 
the two young men is George F. Yohn 
of No. 1102 East Eighth street, He is a 
tinsmith and has a faultless reputation. 

CONFESSIONS MADE. 

Allen George Beatty, A. H. MéAllis- 
ter and George Yohn, three of the 
men arrested, made coniplete confes- 
sions. McAllister, who was merely an 
accomplice after the fact, forced into 
D the crime by his business 
partner, ndin, was released, and will 
not be prosecuted, Charles 8. Martin, 
the man who planned the crime, and 
Earnest W. Sundin, both of whom are 
in the County Jail, have made only 
partial confessions, and in many de- 
tails they have not told the truth, ac- 
cording to the officers working on the 
case 


Now that the details of the crime 
have become public, it is considered 
Strange that ail the men, with the ex- 
ception of Beatty and the sixth man, 
both of whom left town, were not ar- 
rested long ago, for they made no se- 
cret of their connection with the rob- 
he sixth man and Martin were 
clever men in the job, the rest 
being according to the ex- 
pression used by Martin’ in describing 
them. 


They acted the „ too,” said 
Martin in his confe , “for they told 
several of their friends, thereby impli- 


cating a lot of innocent people in tha 
crime as accomplices after the fact.”

Thie man prie* open the window 
of the bank for us, said Beatty, and 
then he stood by ready to shoot if 
any one showed up. He was right on 
hand when it came to dividing the 
loot, and took what was supposed to 
be one-fourth of it.” 

ROBS HIS PALS. 

“But each of the shares were only a 
little over $5000, and we afterward 
learned that the amount taken by 
us was $29,700, and as we did not di- 
vide that much, he must have stolen 
the rest from us on the sly.” 

This belief on the part of Beatty is 
shared by the rest of the gang, and 
is borne out by the investigation. All 
of the $1000 bills, except one, and all 
of the $500 bills but one, have been 
accounted for in the five confessions, 
and as these men did not know of 
the existence of any more bilis of this 
denomination, it is plain that the “butt 
in” ‘was not above robbing his pals 
in crime. 

According to McAllister’s confession, 
a part of the loot changed hands on 
the fifth floor of the Security Savings 
Bank, as it was here he met Yohn 
and delivered to him Martin’s share 
of the money. 

“I did not know of the robbery un- 
said 
McAllister. “When I came down to 
the store the next morning, Sundin 
was already there, and he gave me a 
suit case, which he said contained 
money, and asked me to put it away 
in a safe place and keep it for him 
I asked him where the money came 
from and he said he would tell me 


later. 
CARES FOR “SWAG.” 4 

“That afternoon he told me that 
‘they’ had touched up a bank, but did 
not say what bank. This made me 
afraid. I saw that I had been let 
in on a dangerous proposition, but I 
decided to keep quiet for my partner’s 
sake. I brought — money down to 
the store again &and we counted it. 
Sundin kept half, saying that it was 
his share, and told me to put the 
rest, which was Martin’s share, in a 
safe place. 

“I took it to Long Beach and put it 
in a vault. Later I was told that 
Martin wanted some of the money 
and that Yohn would take care of it 
until he received it. Then I brought 
the money back and gave it to Yohn 
in the Security building. That was 
all that I had to do with the affair, 
except the spending of the $1000 bill 
for fixtures and jewelry.“ 

McAllister has a wife and child. His 
previous record has been clean and 
several of his relations are living in 
this city, none of whom were connect- 
ed with the crime or had any knowl- 
edge of his connection with it, until 
his arrest. 

Anothef portion of the loot, consist- 
ing of $260 in bills, was recovered yes- 
terday from a friend of Sundin's. This 
man called up tBe County Jail and 
stated that he had part of the money 
and wanted to know what to do with 
it. He was told to bring it in and tell 
how he received it. 

RECOVER MORE CASH. 


The officers withhold this man's 
name, Hut say that he is a store-keeper 
and that Sundin left about $500 with 
him on the pretense that he was afraid 
to carry it. Later he had drawn small 


amounts from time to time until there 


was only 3250 left. 

Of the $29,700 stolen the following 
amounts have been recovered: From 
Beatty, who received $5300 (approxi- 
mately,) $5000 in cash, jewelry and col- 
lateral; from Yohn, who received Mar- 
tin's $5300 or more, $4895; from. Sundin, 
who received an amount not yet deter- 
mined, $1905, in cash, and fixtures in 
his store; from McAllister, who re- 
ceived a $1000 bill, diamond rings worth

A GGRANDIZEMENT OF GERMANY. — 

If a small section of territory about as large 
as Western Virginia were sliced off from Canada 
adjacent to Lake Erie, or a strip of the same di- 
mensions were taken from the northern borders of 
Mexico and added to the dominion of the United 
States, it would not seem a very great acquisition 
of territory. It would be a ease of increasing the 
present total area of our country, now containing 
8,622,933 square miles, by annexing 23,000 more, 
er 1-114th, to its dimensions. my 

But suppose we had only 241,000 square miles of 
territory, thickly populated—then an enlargement 
of 23,000 would be territorial aggrandizement of 
one-tenth, and would be very significant, and would 
give us greater importance in the eyes of our 
neighbors. This is just what has ha to one 
of the great powers of Euro Empire of 
Austria-Hungary. 

The little principalities of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina, not much larger than San Bernardino county, 
lie on the soytheastern borders of Hungary and 
have a population of a million and a quarter. Per- 
sons now living can remember when they formed a 
part of the Turkish empire; but during the Crimean 
War a number of provinces in the Balkan penin- 
sula, between the Danube and the Adriatic, became 
detached from Western Turkey and Southern Rus- 
sia and have since been more or less independent 
states, i to Turkey, 


dependencies, Servia, occupy- 
ing a central position, having a population of about 
2,000,000 and an area of 19,000 square miles, has 
achieved full independence and become a kingdom 
with a crowned monarch of its own.’ Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, with an equal area, are on its south- 
ern border and have a coast line and ports on an 
arm of the Mediterranean Sea. Their people are of 
similar racial origin and could easily be assimilated. 
Why not annex them and thus become one of the 
recognized powers of Europe? 

But since the Crimean shake-up Austria has ex- 
ercised a paternal oversight over the two provinces 
in question, and when Servia made overtures for 
annexation the Austrian press were ablaze with ex- 
citement, and Austria-Hungary demanded formal 
annexation to, and incorporation in, their own em- 
pire. But Servia, backed by Russian diplomacy, 
strenuously objected and threatened to oppose the 


movement vi et armis, moliflized its little army and 


marched its troops to the Hungarian frontier. 


Then Austria, having conferred with Germany, | 


both countries being anxious for any move that 
would strengthen Teutonic power in Central Eu- 
rope, promptly mobilized a much larger army and 

moving toward the Servian borders. Mean- 


time all the other powers of Europe began to take 


notice and secretly held earnest consultations with 
each other, the result of which was to dissuade both 
belligerents from inaugurating a clash of arms, lest 
it involve all Europe in a devastating war. 
International affairs were at this stage when at 


_a final conference Germany and Austria reached a 


decision to formally annex Bosnia and Herzegovina 
to the empire of Austria-Hungary and thus secure 
Teutonic ascendancy in Europe. To this policy the 
other great powers—England, France, Italy, Russia 
and Turkey—were strenuously opposed. The prin- 
cipalities in question had hitherto been simply buff- 
ers Eastern and Central Europe and were 
subjects for diplomacy instead of armed legions. 
But the formal absorption of any of them meant 
the possible disturbance of the balance of power and 
the precipitation of war at any unguarded moment. 
— But Russia’s protest was rendered ineffective by 


reason of internal dissension, which is as much as 


that government can cope with at present. France 
was equally helpless on account of the assumed inef- 
ficiency of its army. The only power, then, which 
was seriously to be reckoned with was Great Brit- 
‘ain, and for a while it was very resolute against 
the proposed annexation. 

The central figure in the international negotia- 
tions. was Sir Edward Grey, the British Foreign 
Secretary. With diplomatic skill he opposed the 
annexation to Austria-Hungary, and cited the 
financial unp of Europe for a war 
which might involve all its great armies before the 
end, which no man could predict, should come. But 
Germany and Austria had, reached their decision 


and were not to be moved, and England might as | 


well accept the result and use its influence to quell 
On the whole, from an unprejudiced point of 
view, it seems a good thing to have the little prin- 


eipalities annexed and the gradual process of unifi- 


cation in Europe proceed. It is better for the Ger- 
man people to be under one government, and work- 
ing codperatively for common in than to be 
bearing the strain of petty kingdoms without the 
respect of neighboring powers. It is far better that 
he former Italian provinces should be unified in a 
grand monarchy which is able to preserve some of 
the best traditions of the old Roman Empire, than 
that the beautiful peninsula should be the scene of 
the strifes and jealousies of a dozen petty kings. 


EXICAN IMMIGRATION LAWS... 
Mexico has adopted a policy of encouraging 


Sim every way desirable immigrants, but of care- 


fully excluding the objectionable classes that 
have too frequently found their way into the coun- 
try. There is already a strict law under which 
objectionable aliens may be deported. The new laws 
will greatly aid American inspectors on the fron- 
tier, where a great many Europeans of the excluded 
class have been endeavoring to enter the United 
States. 

Briefly summarized, the new law forbids the en- 
trance into Mexican territory of the following 
classes of foreigners: 8 

All suffering from contagious or infectious dis- 
ease, such as bubonic plague, cholera, yellow fever, 
spinal meningitis, typhofd fever, exanthematic 
typhus, erysipelas, measles, scarlet fever, smallpox, 
diphtheria, tuberculosis, leprosy, beri-beri, trachoma, 
etc., the executive being empowe to declare dis- 
eases to come under this class when necessary; 
idiots and insane persons; those who on account of 
old age, sickness, deformity or accident are incapac- 
itated from work and liable to become objects of 
charity; children under 16, unless accompanied by 
an adult or consigned to some resident of the 


country to live with them; fugitives or those sen-. 


tenced for any crime, not political or military, which 
is punishable by more than two years’ imprison- 
ment under Mexican law; anarchists; beggars; pros- 
titutes and those who bring them or seek to live off 
their earnings. | 
The need for such regulations is no doubt great. 
In the case of arrivals suffering from such diseases 
as trachoma, Mexico ran serious risk for years, al- 
though some years since some regulations were put 
into force. The immigration, ®oth from Europe 
and the Orient, has been quite heavy, and with the 
opening of the Pacific coast and the establishment 
of trans-Pacific steamer lines the number of Chinese 
and Japanese entering will be greater than ever. 
A somewhat curious incident was the proposal made 
in the Congress of Mexico to class  bull-fighters 
among the objectionable aliens and exclude them. 
The proposition was rej ; but it is a notorious 
fact that a large number of these fellows, natives 
of Spain, have proved the most undesirable of im- 
migrants and the objectionable alien law has been 
invoked against them more frequently than almost 
any other ome class. It is likely that such a law 
would have been a hard blow to the sport, although 
there are enough native bull-fighters to sustain it 
for a while; but the best come from Spain. They

1 HE LATEST SCANDAL IN SAN 
FRANCISCO. 

t is too soon to comment adequately u the 
ul episodes enacted last Saturday * 
day in San Francisco and in connection with the 
so-called graft prosecutions. Under the plea that 
certain documents belonging to the prosecution had 
been stoien and under cover of a search warrant 
issued by a complacent judge, Detective Burns and 
a party of his tatterdemalion camp-followers made 
a descent upon the United Railroad offices, forced 
open the safes, ransacked the receptacles and helped 
themselves freely to whatever information they sup- 
posed might be of assistance to them. They con- 
tinued their search in defiance of a restraining 
order, and desisted only after they had reduced the 
premises to a condition of wreck and chaos. 

Now, it is quite possible that documents have 
been stolen. Everything seems to be possible in 
San Francisco, but that would in no way condone 


the iniquity of a proceeding that set# every prin- 


ciple of fair play and decency at defiance and puts 
a defending party in a criminal suit wholly at the 
mercy of an enemy who is strong enough to secure 
the alliance of the police. The fact in all its naked 
ugliness can be seen clearly under all the subter- 
fuges that may be thrown upon it. The so-called 
graft prosecution is desperate for evidence. It is 
desperate to know the resources of the defense, and 
it is desperate to know the evidence that it has to 
accomplish these ends it trumps up a 
story of common robbery, masquerades as the 
ordinary police force in pursuit of thieves, and so 
places itself in possession of the whole of the legal 
ammunition that it has so much cause to dread. If 
such an ‘outrage had been committed in Germany 
it would be cabled all over the world as an example 
of executive licen#e under a semi-despotism, but 
San Francisco is used to the rule of unscrupulous 


‘tyranny and says nothing. 


Nothing is more likely than that the crew of ras- 
cals gathered around him by Burns under the name- 
of detectives have been playing both ends against 
the middle and have been selling whatever is sal- 
able in the way of documents.

Let it be 
remembered that Heney began his prosecutions in 
San Francisco in 1906 amid a chorus of applause 
from those who assured us that he was receiving 
not a cent of remuneration, and who even passed 
around the hat for the relief of his supposed neces- 
sities. Perhaps Rudolph Spreckels was not aware 
of the $40,000 from Washington when he made his 
touching references to Heney’s domestic needs. Un.

FATAL CARELESSNESS. 
— — 


Lack of Precaution Caused Collapse 
of Wall of Old Detention Home, 
Coroner’s Jury : 


Proper care might have prevented 
the premature collapse ot the parti- 
tion wall in the ole detention home 
building, which resulted Monday 
morning in the death of three work- 
men and the injury of two others. 

A verdict to that effect was returned 
yesterday by a Coroner’s jury at the 
Bresee morgue. 

“Arthur A. Rowe, foreman, died as 
a result of a fractured skull, suffered 
by bein ght in a cave-in of the 
walls of the old detention home build- 
ing, said building being razed at the 
time. It is apparent t the acci- 
dent might have been avoided had 
more precautions been taken,“ read 
t verdict. 

evidence being the same in all 
three cases, the Coroner will not hold 
an inquest over the other two bodies. 

Rowe, better known to his workmen 
as “Frank was in charge of the 
wrecking gang at the time of the ac- 
cident. They were doing a hurry job 
on a partition wall on the third floor 
of the building. In breaking into the 
foundation to weaken the supports 
the men went too fat and the wall 
came down upon them. 

Thomas P. Beard of No. 3506 Live 
Oak avenue, was also caught beneath 
the wall and instantly killed. So was 
Mike Waddein, another workman. 
Beard leaves a wife and two children, 
who are without means of support.
